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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the Examiner maintains his position that 
IVianchester Encoding has been used since late 1940 and clearly was invented before December 12/12/2000, which is the priority date of 
the application. In addition, the issue of whether "the inventors of the '108 Karolys patent are ones skilled in the art and presumably knew 
of the M 19 Hanna patent, but did not think to use asynchronous communication" is irrelevant to the 35 USC 103 (a) rejection. The MPEP
